POLLOCK’S PLIGHT. 


Auditor Walker’s Accuser Liable to Prose- 
cution for Giving Bribes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, January 22.—Fx-At- 
torney General McIntyre, several days 
ago, appointed Charles Pollock clerk of 
the Committee on Appropriations, a po- 
sition in which Mr. Pollock draws a sal- 
ary out of the State Treasury and which 
makes him a State employe. It will be 
remembered that the Walker investiga- 
tion was precipitated by charges of bribe- 
taking, preferred by Charles Pollock, for- 
merly a clerk in the Auditor’s office. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Pollock’s own admissions— 
admissions to which he said he was will- 
ing to take oath—he personally gave to 
Auditor Walker the bribes complained of 
and made the basis of hischarges. Under 
the State statutes the bribe-giver and 
bribe-taker are unconditionally placed 
upon the same footing and are equally 
guilty. Gen. McIntyre, when ap- 
proached upon the subject, said: 
As ta the vroprietv of Mr. 
Pollack’s appointment as clerk 
of the Committee on Appropriations, 
I do not wish to express un opinion. All I 
have to say is that I told Mr. Pollock some 
five or six weeks before the charges were 
made against Mr. Walker, and while in 
ignorance of the controversy which has 
since come up, that I would give hima 
position if I had a chance, and when I 


ot a chairmanship I 222 him clerk,

Mayor Joyce and the Councilmen Abuse 


Question and the Interesting Debate It

„They were, was the chief’s reply. 

„Well,“ said the Mayor, the houses were 
running Thursday night to my own personal 
knowledge. I suppose if you sent your 
officers to find the Mississippi ver, 
under the same instructions that you 
sent them to ascertain if gambling was going

THE UNION MARKE I. 


PREPARATION OF THE BILL FOR ITS RE- 
MOVAL TO WASHINGTON SQUARE. 


Assessor Mott on the Water-Waste Corre- 
spondence—Weekly Report of Mortality 
—Influence Back of the Tucker Bill in 
the House—Municipal Notes Gathered at 
the City Hall. 


To-day the House bill authorizing the sale of 
the Union Market property, and the transfer 
of the market to Washington Square, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, Market street 
and Clark avenue, was submitted to City 
Counsellor Bell by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to devise some provision to 
award a portion of the proceeds of 
the proposed sale. A strong effort 
will be made to run the bill 
through at the present session of the Munici- 
pal Assembly. The total revenue from the 
market on North Broadway at present is bus 
$29,000, while it is estimated that it covers over 
$500,000 worth of real estate, the selling price 
of which would be more then double Gudngh 
to transfer the market to Washington 
Square, which is maintained at an 
annual expense of 51, 500. Instead of 
being a popular park this lot of ground situ- 
ated diagonally across from the four Court 
building has become a disreputable resort of 
tramps and ramblers. The park has most fre. 
ee, of late years been called to the atten- 
tion of the public by —— raids made on 
its frequenters by the hoodium wagons of 
the Police Department. The gardeners doing 
business at the Union Market urge 
the change as the present market 
does not afford them standing room, and they 
are daily obliged to dispese of their loads of 
fruit and vegetables to the city hucksters at a 
sacrifice. [he strong argument in the Ways 
and Means Committee is the economy of the 
proposed change. Oounting that the cost of 
maintenance will be the same at 5 other 

int in the city it is claimed that the mar- 
et property will bring more than twice 
the amount necessary to build anew market 
and that the site will probably be improved 
with a building worth three 98 of amil- 
lion dollars, the taxes on which, together with 
the other savings, will more than equal the 
income from the market at present. Some 
time ago the business men in the vicinity of 
Union Market worked hard to secure 
an appropriation of $20,000 to make 
an arcade at Broadwayand Morgan streets, 
but failed to convince the assembly of the ad- 
visability of the move; since then may have 
become advocates of the removal. Under the 
grant of the Washington Square property it 
can be used by the city asa ‘‘public square,’’ 
which has deen construed toinclude a mar- 
ket-house and square.

His human ties and necessities make 
him responsible to hisneighbors in mani- 
fold ways for every act of his life. So it 
happens that every conspiracy of natural 
persons, whether of laborers or of merch- 


ants, to do anything in restraint of trade 


or in violation of law or of any just obliga- 
tions, can be broken up and punished. 

But loose legislation has brought into 
being and clothed with extra personal 
privileges another kind of persons called 
corporate bodies, to which’ the restraints 
constantly operating upon natural per- 
sons apply in a very restricted and feeble 
manner. Being soulless, they are not 
under any moral or religious restraint 
whatever, and even their pecuniary 
responsibility is so minutely subdivided 
and widely distributed that it is but a 
slight check upon their aggressive and 
lawless pursuit of gain. 

And yet they have been made the re- 
positories of powers never before wielded 
over the commerce and the industries of a 
country, and we have proceeded asif the 
old body of law, which controls natural 
persons, would sufficiently restrain thesé 
giants of rapacity which are amenable to 
but a few of its feebler provisions and 
remedies. 

Not only this, but the same loose legis- 
lation which has multiplied these corpo- 
rate bodies has permitted the syndicate of 
capital controlling any one of them to 
hide itself in a labyrinth of leases and to 
multiply itself, Proteus like, in various 
corporate shapes, so elusory that its re- 
sponsibility for violated law or for out- 
rageous public and private wrongs can be 
easily evaded. 

The story of STanrorD and HUNTING- 
ToN’s Construction Company in connec- 
tion with the Central Pacific; of the Credit 
Mobilier in connection with the Union 
Pacific; of the Oregon Transportation 
Company in connection with the Northern 
Pacifio—all this has been told and should 
have taught us that this protean incor- 
poration device is the greatest invention 
of the ages for evading with impunity all 
existing law, and even peouniary respon- 
sibility. 

Still we permit these elusory credit con- 
cerns and monopoly devices like the 
Standard Oil Trust, the Cotton-Seed Oil 
Trust, the Richmond Terminal Company, 
the ‘‘Southern Pacific of Kentucky” and 
the various coal-road pools t go on 
multiplying themselves and their means 
of evading laws, trampling down State 
Constitutions and organizing and operat- 
ing monopolies in defiance of common 
right and public policy. 

When we see them doing thisall over 
the country, and such men as Gov. Parri- 
SON and Attorney-General Cassipy trying 
in vain tomake them subject to the laws 
of Pennsylvania, tt is time for Congress 
and State Legislatures both to be devising 
some means of controlling the Franken- 
steins that have been created and turned 
loose upon the people of this country.

THE STOCK BAROMETER. 

If any serious apprehensions have been 
felt of any baneful consequences from the 
interstate commeroe bill the course of the 
stock market has of iteelf been quite 
enough to dispel all such apprehensions. 

The timidity of capital has become one 
of the stock phrases of the alarmists, but 
if the seven thousand millions of dollars 
of capital and water represented in the 
stocks and bonds of the railroad cotipa- 
nies of the United States has felt any 
timidity over the threatened evils of the 
law, that timidity has not shown itself in 
any desire to sell securities at a decline. 

It would not have been a cause of sur- 
prise or alarm if the prospect of the pas- 
sage of the bill had caused what is known 
as a shrinkage in stocks. But the fact is, 
that almost without exception the stock 
list is stronger to-day than it was when 
the act first loomed up 4s a possibility. 

The passage Of the bill yesterday by a 
voteso tremendotis as to insure its en- 
forcement was not even noticed in the 
stock market. 

Capital, as represented by railroad se- 
ourities, has frequently dealt itself very 
heavy blows without the aid of adverse 
legislation. Less than five years ago the 
overbuilding and capitalizing of railroads 
culminated in the Northern Pacifico panic, 
and in less than three months there was a 
shrinkage of about three hundred millions 
of dollars in the value of the seotrities 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange. 

A much smaller decline just now would 
be utilized by the alarttists as a dreadtul 
warning. The total absence of any such 
result is proof positive that the owuers of 
railroad property do not believe that the 
interstate commerce bill will hurt the 
railroads. 

WEST POINT. 
Wheti we read that atthe recent exam- 
mations at West Point thirty-nine cadets

The fact is that 
in the majority of cases it isa trap to lead 
him to future expulsion, and, apart from 
the disdppoititment and loss of time, it is 
a humiliation which carries with it a cer- 
tain sense of disgrace. 

The people of the United States pay 
something liké half a million dollars a 
yeat for the current expenses of West 
Point. They ought not to pay so much 
money for leadmg so many unwary 
aspirants up to expulsion. Some change 
in thé plan of the Academy is called for, 
and as the Academy is run in the old 
grooves of eighty years ago there is very 
probably room for a thorough over- 


hauling. 3 
THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

If the public service of the United States 
is carried on for the purpose of giving 
berths to otherwise unemployed citizens, 
the President will appoint some influential 
army officer to succeed Gen. Hazen, and 
the Weather Bureau will continue to pre- 
sent the strange aspect of a bureau in 
which purely civilian duties will be car- 
ried on by a military organization. 

There is, however, no more reason for 

placing the collection of the weather re- 
ports and prédictions in the hands of the 
army than there is for giving the army 
the compilation of the agricultural re- 
ports or of the census statistics. Army 
training no more fits that department for 
watching the weather than it does for 
watching the crops or enumerating the 
population. The efficiency of the army 
is not increased thereby. On the contrary 
it embarrasses the War Department by 
creating an anomalous and independent 
bureau. 
At the present time, when military 
science is making continuous and rapid 
progress, there is no exouse for not keep- 
ing our little army constantly occupied in 
its proper functions. It will hardly be 
pretended that our officers are so far 
ahead of other nations that they have 
nothing to learn, and the field of army 
improvement is vast enough to give scope 
to all our officers. 

If Congress is wise it will improve the 
opportunity offered by the recent death of 
the Chief of the Weather Bureau to re- 
organize that Bureau and transfer it to 
the Interior Department, where it prop- 
erly belongs. 


WILL HE VETO IT? 

The opponents of the Interstate Com- 
méroé Dill in the Senate shrewdly cast 
their votes so as to encourage uny melina- 
tion the President may have to veto it. 
They pretended to favor the bill in the 
main and to seek only an opportunity to 
amend the long and short haul provision. 
Although they had not nerve enough to 
cast more than fifteen votes against that 
bill on its final passage, with the long and 
short haul provision unamended, they 
voted on the question of recommittal so 
as to show the President that there was 
no two-thirds majority in the Senate 
against recommittal or in favor of the bill 
as it stands. 

He knows, therefore, that his veto will 
return the bill to the Senate to be amended 
as a minority of that body have proposed, 
and tobe put into a shape in which the 
House will refuse to pass it. A veto cau- 
not rest on the ground that this is hasty 
legislation, when every provision of it has 
been before Congress and been discussed 
in the press for more than ten years. But 
we look in vain to Mr. Or#ivELAND’s veto 
record and to his messages for some as- 
surance that he will not veto and kill this 
first attempt at railroad legislation. 

His veto of the b cent fare bill when 
Governor of New York, his refusal to au- 
thorize proceedings against the Pacifico 
roads for gross frauds and violations of 
law, andthe careful exclusion from his 
messages of any expressions of opinion 
which might encourage legislative inter- 
ference with the methods of the great 
railroad magnates and monopolists, by no 
means indicate that he is certain to ap- 
prove this bil, when he sees plainly that 
it rests with him to kill it if he chooses, 
and, by so doing, to make the great and 
powerful monopoly class with all their 
multitudes of meroenaries and depend- 
ents his most obliged and humble ser- 
vants in politics. 


A RaILROaD attorney may base a very 
startling claim upon the words of some 
isolated provision of the Constitution, but 
the Supreme Court has to construe each 
provision in the light of other provisions 
bearing upon the same question. If Mr, 
GoULD’s attorneys can unrtvet their gaze 
from sevtion 13, and take a squint at seo- 
tion 2 6f Article 12 of the Constitution, 
they will discover that thé layint of any 
street railroad track without the consent 
or the local authorities o&fitict be author - 
med by any Mwthaking power in 
this State.

Rose, Who 
is reconciled to Dick, enters with her bride- 
maids, she has a fine solo at 
this point. Ruthven appears determined 
to wreak his vengeance on the unhappy Dick 
and makes faces at him till he writhes in 
mortalagony. He listens however to Rose’s 
appeals, and finally joins the hands of the two 
lovers. The stage is then darkened and the 
ancestors step from their frames and surround 
him, demanding the reasoh of hie failure to 
commit any dreadful sin in the course of the 
day. They insist that he shall immediately 
abduct a maiden. He gives directions acoord- 
ingly to his confidential servants. Jasper and 
Margaret enter dressed in Methodist garb. 
They perform a double song and dance, whioh 
is the funniest thing im the opera.

jurisdiction fully explained tothem. The 
Federal Grand-jury is limited in its pow- 
ers. and can no more undertake an inves- 
tigation into State or municipal corrup- 
tion than a Federal officer can interfere to 
punish violations of city ordinances. For 
many of the offenses committed on last 
election day and disclosed before the 
United States jury no provision whatever 
is made in the Federal law. This 
is a point that has never been 


{explained to the State Grand-jury, 


though it is the most weighty reason why 
they should inaugurate a searching in- 
vestigation. One of the few recommenda- 
tions of the amended laws, which now 
govern the elections in this city and State 
is the perfect provision made for the 
punishment of offenders. For the better 
information of the Grand-jurors

Besides these provisions the criminal 
enactments on forgery and perjury cover 
offenses for which the Federal law does 
not provide punishment. It certainly can- 
not be held that the Grand-jurors have 
no evidence of the frauds, and under their 
oath their duty is clear. On their ap- 
pointment the following oath was ad- 


ministered to them: 


THE OATH. 

You do solemnly swear you will diligently 
Inquire, and true presentment make accord- 
ing to 8 charge, of all offenses nst the 
laws of this State committed or triable in this 
city of which you have or can obtain legal 
evidence. The counsel of your State, your 
fellows and your own you shall truly keep 
secret. You further swear that you 
wlll present no one for 8 hatred, 
malice or ill will, neither will you leave un- 
presented anyone for love, fear, favor or af- 
fection, or for any reward or hope or promise 
thereof, but that you present things truly 
as thoy come to your knowledge, to the best 
of yous understanding according to the laws 
of this State, so help you God. 


The regular criminal docket has been 
disposed of by the jury. There are now 
only 128 prisoners in jail. This is the 
smallest roster that has been made up in 
that institution in nine years. Every- 
thing is favorable to the inauguration of 
an inquiry that will reach the bottom of 
the election frauds. The jury has at its 
beck the foroe of deputy sheriffs, the de- 
tectives and the police department. In 
view of these facts, there is no reason 
why the Grand-jury should fail to do its 
fullduty. The juryis composed of the 
following gentlemen: John G. Priest, 
foreman; Wm. Temme, Thos. Gartland, 
J. H. Spinning, John B. Denver, Charles 
Speck, Julius Bonguer, Fred G. Niedring- 
haus, Arnold Koch, D. 8. Crosby and 
George Breckinridge. David F. Kaime, 
the real estate agent, was the twelfth 
member of the jury, but he was excused 
from further service yesterday on account 
of sickness in his family. A new member 
will be selected on Monday by Judge Nor- 
mile to fill the vacancy.

sparkling reminiscences, analyses of charac- 
ter, thought or action, with a freshness and 
perspicu'ty which render his pages very easy 
reading. Asone reads one forgets that the 
words are those of an old man 76 years of age. 
But for the antiquity of some of the charac- 
ters we would fancy the pages to have ema- 
nated from some bright young journalist, in- 
stead of being the recent work of a septua- 
genarian in feeble health, and worn with the 
sad and stirring scenes of a busy politico-lit- 
erary career. 

Sir Francis’ ‘‘Recoilections’’ may be di- 
vided into two classes—those concerning him- 
selfand those relating to others. In point of 
interest there is little to choose be- 
tween them; butas the work is professedly 
autobiographical we will give the first place to 
reminiscences appertaining to that depart- 
ment. Evidently Sir Francis labors under the 
painful difficulty common to unpractised 
writers of not knowing how to begin. After 
stating that he was born at Nunappleton in 
Yorkshire, and meandering about for some 
time amid racing calendars and people who 
had broken their necks out hunting, Sir 
Francis continues: 


To the same village of Bolton-Percy, the vn 
lage near Nunappleton, another gentleman, 
much more important than I am, also be- 
longs—Sir William Harcourt. * * * Now, 
though Sir Wm. Harco and I may think 
highly of ourselves, I doubt very much if our 
fellow-parishioners, Yorkshiremen fo the 
de akbone, would look 


u either ot us with 
much respect were they to learn what a post- 
tion we have respectively occupied as horse- 
dealers. To begin with myself: I owned a 
big, powerful animal sixteen hands high, 
but unfortunately broken-winded and with 
forelegs open to criticism. As I had tet my 
houge fora year, I wanted to get rid of him; 
he was sold after a good deal of chaffering to 
the cabman at the Barnes Station for 46. Un- 
luckily I did not insist upon having the money 


paid down there and then. The consequence 
was, that duri a visit to James Warticy at 
Mortlake, the butler interrupted me in the 


middle of my soup, by announcing that a 
man in the hall wish to speak to me 
on particular busine When I went 
out I found my friend the cabman, 
who kept repeating that the horse had bitterly 
disappointed him. In vain I suggested that 
you could not expectto buy a Derby winner 
a for £4. Admitting that, he was still deter- 
mined not to fulfill his engagement, and as I 
had no place except my bed-room to lodge 
the horse in, I had to accept his terms and let 
the beast f° for 30s, the market price of his 
hide. Still, when I compare myseif from the 
Yorksbire point of view with Sir Wm. Har- 
court, Ifeeia certain süperiority over him 
and can thank God that I am not even as that 
Cabinet Minister. 


The Minister in question bought a horse in 
the spring for a hundred guineas, and then 
proceeded to forget all about his purchase. 
He sent orders in the fall to the men who had 
held the horse for him ever since, awaiting his 
orders, to sell the beast; but seventy guineas 
was all it would fetch. All of this sum was 
due for the keep of the animal during the 
season, besides thirty shillings in addition for 
veterinary services. This, however, Sir Will- 
iam did not pay. 

The ice thus broken by this reminiscence, 
Sir Francis advances with strides. The 
style of writing is so fragmentary that 
we find it difficult to gather up any 
thread at all, but the author is so well aware 
k | of this defect in his style, and so apologetic, 
that it ould ul become us to be hard upon 
e him. After awhile he gets into his school - 
days, and here he becomes really amusing. 
His first academy was an aristocratic school 
kept by a French gentleman named M. Clem- 
ent. Amongst his school-fellows there were 
- |gthe late George Lewis, Egerton Harcourt and 
; | the Blackwoods, proprietors of Blackwood’s 
Magazine. The great specialty of M. Clement’s 
academy was French, the practice of which 
was enforced with a severity very unusual in 
a private school. Neither boys nor masters, 
or even M. Clement himself, ever breathed a 
word of English, and the consequence was 
that the scholars were turned out finished 
French conversationalists.

Arthur Hallam, the hero of Tennyson’s 
deathless monument, was a favorite at school, 
worshipped at home, adored by society. His 
wasone of the most promising lives com- 
pleted by one of the saddest deaths of the 
century. He was the eldest son ot the well- 
known historian, Henry Hallam. As a school- 
boy he was bright and merry like the rest, but 
even his schoolmates, not excluding Mr. 
Gladstone, felt while conversing with him 
that they were in the presence of a larger, 


4 Profounder, more thoughtful mind than 
themselves. Even during his school days, 
however, he bore the shadow ot 
the cross, in the form of severe 


headaches, which his Eton and Cambridge 
friends naturally thought were headaches and 
nothing more. Ashe grew from boyhood to 
youth he wrote extensively and his poems 
and prose writings bear the marks of power- 
ful genius, their very crudeness suggesting 
the beautiful kernel which was hidden within 
that outer shell of youthful immaturity. His 
temper wassocnarming and his social quali- 
ties so delightful that it would be difficult to 
say whether those who knew him admired or 
loved him the most. He died suddenly at the 
age of 2ltothe almost heartbreaking grief 
of his father and friends, and the deep 
regret of all who had ever known 
him. One heart, that of the gentle boyish 
poet, who has since won a laureate’s honors, 
we know was nearly broken. The headaches 
of his boyhood increased in intensity as he 
grew older, and at last, while he was traveling 
in Europe for his health, one of.his usual at- 
tacks (it is supposed) came upon him without 
warning; so that when his poor father came 
back from a walk through the streets of 
Vienna, Arthur was lying dead on the sofa. 


Mr. Hallam, Sr., sat down to write 
his letters and it was only by slow 
and imperceptible degrees that a certain 


anxiety in consequence of Arthur’s still- 
ness and silence dawned upon his mind. 
He drew near to ascertain why he had not 
moved nor spoken, and found that all was 
over. It was then made clear that his life 
had been a long struggle against incurable or- 
ganic disease of which the headaches had 
been the outward and visible sign. 

Sir Francis Doyle was not an admirer of Dr. 
Arnold, the celebrated head master of Rugby. 
His remarks upon this rara avis in the cul- 
tivation of boyhood are expressive of both 
humor and discernment. He says: 


That there was much to admire in that emi 
nent personage no one will dispute, and that 
he introduced new elements of great value 
into his professional work is equally beyond 
question; still,as I am neither a Rugby man 
nor a Whig, but a high Tory and an Etonian, 
I may perhaps venture to point out one 
qualification icr head master which Keate 
(head master of Eton) possessed, but which 
Arnold did not—I mean the knowledge of 
God Almighty’s intention that there should 
exist for a certain time, between childhood 
and manhood,the natural production known as 
a boy. Every sixth form Rugbeian was bound, 
ander Arnoid’s auspices, to come of age in 
his teens and to wield the sceptre placed by 
the great head master in his hands with a 
solemn self-esteem, too apt to degenerate for 
a season into priggisb self-importance. As 
you encountered these beardless sages march- 
ing upon the Unversity, the notion that 
crossed your mind inevitably was that every 
one of them must have been recently rebap- 
tized underthe name of Theudas. 

That Arnold’s class of august hobbledehoys 
soon improved itself out of all this, aud has 
done quite as well as any other class of men 
in after years, cannot be doubted; but that 
they have done much better 1 have yet to 
learn. England is full of Eton men, Win- 
chester men, Harrow men, Charterhouse 
men, etc., as well as those carefully cul- 
tivated products from Rugby, and I am not 
aware that you can draw a special line of de- 
marcation separating any one of these public 
schools, even Rugby, from the rest. The fact 
is that men in general are obliged to finish 
their education for themselves from within, 
and though carefully applied discipline from 
without is often useful, it sometimes works 
after another fashion and produces intem- 
perate reaction against all restraint. 

It will be seen from the above extract that 
Sir Francis Doyle has the power to write very 
amusingly at times. Itis only, however, by 
fits and starts that he thus expresses himself 
with vigor; but too many of his pages are weak 
and rambling and uncertain. For many years 
he held a high opinion of Gladstone, both 
politically and socially. His account of the 
decay ana death of this old friendship started 
at Eton and pursued through youthand man- 
hood in many respects is pathetic. In a clos- 
ing chapter he says: 

It is extremely painfulto me that I have to 
struggie with a continually increasing dislike 
to Mr. Gladstone as astatesman and a con- 
tinually deepening distrust of his character as 
a man. 

Old associations and old recollections fight 
hard against my present instinct so that my 
heart is filled with mixed feelings of an 
amazement and of genuine sorrow. It, in- 
deed, Mr. Gladstone should turn out to be 
what many think him, — great states - 
man, and not what I now consider him, a par- 
liamentary rhetorician, liabie to be tossed 
about from one side the other by 
eve gust of impulse; if, hereatter, he 
is able to say triumphantly, ‘* k round 
and judge me by the result. I Will read nd 
recantation not only with readiness, but wi 
real pleasure. The renewal of our youthfel 
affection beforeI die would be as welcome to 
me as the freshness of some unexpected 
fountain to a soli traveler toil through 
the desert, but such a fountain I do not now 
hope to light upon. 

Both Sir Francis and his father attempted to 
mediate between Lord and Lady Lytton in 
their unhappy quarrels. (She was a cousin of 
the former.) He says: 

Her temper was io such a state of infamma- 
tion that she would listen to no moderate coun- 
sels, and my father had to sit still under her 
furious invectives, whilst d of heart dis- 
ease. I have always thought — her im- 
placable egotism she shortened his life. Long 
after his death I put my resentment on one 
side and tried to he 2 but she soon be- 
came intractable. rd Lytton, who always 
behaved with perfect courtesy both to red 
father and nyo’ offered to increase her al- 


lowance on certain conditions. 1 thought 
them reasonable enough, but the very wen- 
tion of the word ‘‘conditions’’ diove her Wild 


with rage, and a storm of abuse fell on my de- 
voted head. Our intercourse ended with a 
letter addressed to me thus:
